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OCCUPATIONAL ADJUSTMENT PBOGRAM FOH MENTALLT RBTABDED 



The Occupational Adjustment Program is designed to preride an 
educational eaqperience for older mentally retarded boys and girls, which 
will help them to get and hold jobs. It features part-time school attendance 
in Special Education classes at the hi^ school level and part-time work 
experience in several comnunity agencies, government offices, and local 
firms. The program is co-sponsored by the Milwau.:ee Public Schools in 
cooperation with the Bureau for Handicapped Children and the State Department 
of Vocational and Adult Education, Hehabilitation Division. It was established 
in S^teniber, 1963 o 

Students are selected to become work— trainees only after careful 
consideration. Before being placed, they are given a one-month work 
evaluation to determine their work abilities, interests, and attitudes. 

They are then placed in a situation suitable for them and take on-the-job 
training for an entire school year. While students are not paid for their 
woxic, th^ do receive two high school credits for their work experience. 

They also hi*ve the opportunity to learn speci.fic job skills under the 
dlroctibn of experienced woricers employed hj the cooperating agency or ^ 
company* 



Participants in the Occiqpational Adjustment Program for the 
Mentally Retarded may receive training in any of approximately 50 different 
occupational areas. These includes office work, nurses* aides, machine 
operation, maintenance, kitchen work, radio and television repair, truck 
driving, printing, furniture repair, and others. 

When students in the Occ\q>atlonal Adjustment Program graduate 
fc*om hi^ school, every effort is made to secure permanent eiq)loyment for 
them ~ if they are ready for it. In cases where a student is not prepared 
for en 5 >loyment after conqpleting high school, he continues to take part in 
the work-training program on a full-time basis. 

The Occ^Mitional Adjustment Program is administered through the 
Special Education Department under the direction of the siq>ervisor for 
mentally retarded programs and ln 5 )lemented by the teacher-counselor who 
serves in the capaci«;y of liaison man between the school system. Division 
of Vocational Rehabilitation, private agencies, regular industry, and 
parents of the students enrolled in the program. 

This past semester, the program was expanded to Include a summer 
session enabling the students to continue with their work training without 
interruption. The summer also affords the teacher-counselor an opportunity 
to contact personnel directors in regular industry in an effort to develop 
further training programs. 

Also the program was strengthened by inclusion of students 
commencing with the UA semester. 8y doing this, the students will receive 
more thorough work evaluation and additional training time. 
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It is anticipated in the near fatnre that this pregraM will be 
strengthened hy the additien ef anether teacher>-eeunseler, dsTelepnent ef 
a rehabilitatien branch within the Milwaukee Public Scheels, and the 
deyelepment ef a curriculum fer the junier and senier hij^ geared tewards 
eccupatienal educatien.
